The Nanticoke and her con¬
sort. the tug Dlspatch, are to-night at
anchor in the Blackwater Rlver. but
whether or not they have been selzed
is not known here.

EFJTOMBED ALIVE

Death Comes to Both After Suf
fering"- iu Most Horriblc

Form.

DYING MAN TELLS STOR>

For Forty-eight Hours Hc Wa.<
Buried to Chiu, Unable

to Move. ¦""*"

ASHKVILLE, N. C, June 15..A story

of horrlble suffering, death, and tht
almost biiman devotlon of a dog tc
lts master comes from Mltchell county,
a short dlstanco from Ashevlll.o
Two young men, Messrs, Woody and

Engllsh, whlle prospcctlng for mlca,
when without warnlng a largo clump
perhaps thlrty or forty feot ln depth,
whon without warnlng a larfe clump
of earth fell In on them nnd they were
entombed nllvo. When found forty-
elght hours later Mr. Woody was dead
and Mr. Engllsh dled a few Jtoure
later. Death had come almost ln-
stantly to the former, but the latter
remainod for two days and nlghts as
If In a cast, burled up ,to hls chln nnd
unable to move a hand to free hlm¬
self.
The dog had followed the men, and

when the cave-ln occurred was at tha
mouth'Of the shaft. For two tinys and
nlghts, through storm and rnln, he
remalned there nnd kept up a how!
finally leading frlends of tho entomb¬
ed men to the scone, but too late to
save thelr llvos.
Leaving for an lnspectlon of the

mlne. the two men told thelr famllles
that they mlght- not bo back tlll tho
followlng day. No uneaslness was felt
when they dld not return that nlght,
but when they had 'not returned at
nlghtfall on thc followlng dny thelr
frlends began to fear for thelr safety.
Next morning a searchlng party was
organized. Some of the party chanced
to pass near the 61d mlne and heard
the yelping of tho dog, and going
nearcr heard the moans of Mr. Engllsh
ln tho triine. He was dug out, and
the dead body of Mr. Woody wns found
deeper ln the shaft.
Mr. Engllsh told a horrlble story of

his sufferlngSj before death ensued a
few hours after bls rescue. When the
slde of the mlne caved In, he sald, he
was burled up to his ohln, hls rlght
hand belng above the ground and hls
face tllted hackward. He was ln this
position for forty-elght hours, unable
to move a muscle. A raln was falllng
a large part of the tlme, drlvlng mud
and pebbles into his face. He heard
the death gi;oans of hls companion. but
dldn't know how long they lasted.

Lenox and Ernest
Newman wero badly wovnded.

been dangeroualy wountjed, have not
been apprehended.

Senator Root, of* Now York, formor
.Soorotary of State, told tho Senato to-
d*V oxactly what he thought tho fu¬
ture has In store for tho rhlllpplno
Islands. Ultlmato frocdom lu hls pro-
phecy.
He belloves Inde<pendence wlll not

como wlthln tho llfotlmo of anybody
who heard hlm spoak to-day,
' Thnt thls country must oxcrclso n
pollcy of protectlon toward tho ltf-
lands for an lndednlto poHod ho posi¬
tively nssertod, allhough' ho sald tho
tlme wlll come ln the far dlBtant fu¬
ture when thoy wlll be ablo to stand
alone.

Duty to Phlllpplues.
In tho meantlme, Mr. Root declared

thls country owea them all the ald 'lt
can give toward bulldlng up thelr
prospority and devoloplng. thelr ablllty
to govern themselves.
Wlth nll hls power he advocnted tho

admission of 150,000,000 clgars an¬
nually from the Islands to this coun¬
try. strongly opposlng ln eloquentwords' the proposal of the Flnance
Commlttee to redtico tho amount tc
70.000,000. >

Mr. Root dellvered hls Phlllppinon
speech to-dny as a part ot the discus¬
slon of the Smoot amendment for a
llmlted amount of free tobacco and
free sugar from the Islands. It was ln
reply to a questlon by Senator New-
lands, of Nevndn, that he mado hls
prophney rogardlng thelr future.

Clgnr IndiiHtry Not Mcnnced.
Ho bcgnn hls remarks by assortlng

that the elgarmakers of thls country
are mlstakon when they say thls lm-
portatlon will Injurc tho clgar busi¬
ness of thls country. 116 read flgures
sliowlng the lncreaso of the clgar bus¬
iness in thls country for the past dec-
ade. ' '

"I do not belleve, slr," he declared,
"thnt thn prosperlty of thls country
wlll coase. Our populatlon ls growlng.
nnd so wlll our prosperlty. I don't
belleve tho Introductlon of 150,000,000
Phlllpplne clgars free of duty wlll rc-
duce the number of clgars made here
In one slngle'year.
Our Government Must Not Fnll.
"And we have some dutles to the

Flllplnos. I am sure no member ot
thls body wants to brlng an end to
our possesslon of the Phillpplnc
Islands by maklng our government
of the Islands a fallure.
"Tho dlo Is east. upon whlch we hnve

tho responslbllity for the Phlllpplne
Islands. No actlon of ours can revcrsn
It. Tho good falth, the honor of tho
American peoplu nr« pledged to the
people of these Islands to lead them ln
paths of p»osperIty to the polnt where
they nre cftpable ot governtng them¬
selves.
"Wo can't ftilflll thls duty by glvingthem money. whlch wlll retard char-

acter development. We can onlv fulflll
that duty by teachlng them hahits of
Industry. by maklng them prosperous
nnd Intelligent.

Our Arhltrnry Power.
"We are proposlng to send our pro¬ducts Into their ports freo of duty. In

return we are proposlng to ndmit free
thelr products. but with a llmltatlon
upnn thelr great products. sugar and
tobacco. nt a polnt whlch In the Judg-
went of the Houso wlll not Injure the
sugar or tobacco Industry ln thls coun¬
try.
"Now, we are proposlng to cut that

In half as far aa tobacco Is concerned.
why don't wc go farther and take their
freo mnrket and put a duty on all thelr
products imported Into thls country.

"Terrlble and arbltrary power it ls
thnt we exerclse over these people.
They are helpleiis. jhey must aceept our
word>

"I am not. wllllng to vote for a bill
that denles ald to thiB helploss people
and I wlll vote agalnst reduclng the
amount of free clgaM fro mthe Islands,
no matter If all the committees of the
Senate are ln favor of lt."
